in which tho Montonfigrins drove bnck tho 
Turks, who woro on tho wny to Nicsioa, nro 
as followB: Tho ndvnnco of tho Turks from 
Podgoritza, Albnnin, hncl boon carefully 
wntchsd by tho Montenegrins nnd ovory pro- 
cmition taken in tho selection of tho point at 
whioh to receive tho invading party. Tho 
Turks moved forward to Spuz, ranching thnt 
plnco JTridny night. 
On Saturday morning 


at daylight, tho advance into Montenegro 
began. The Turkish force numbered 10,000 
under Ali Sail). 


Thoro aro two roods loading in tho direc- 


tion of Niceios toward tho north. Tho road 
to tho left is far loss direct and in a much 
worse condition than tho one on tho right. 
Therefore, as tho Montenegrin commander 
Boaza Potrovich bad foreseen, Ali Saib 
chosp tho rond to tho right. 
Tho Montene- 


grins were believed by the Turks to bo nt 
ItdBBity. The Montenegrins had taken up n 
station nt Plannf a very small village on tho 
route of the Turkish advance, and 3,000 
strong awaited the invndors. The situation 
was ono of their own choosing, and was 
adapted to thoir manner of warfare. 


"With tho utmost confidence tho hearty 


Montenegrins awaited the nttaok. About 
11 o'clock fourteen Turkish battalions nt- 
tncikod tho Montenegrins, being repulsed by 
tho latter, who wore entrenched behind 
oarth-workfl. Tho third advance tho Turks 
made with eight battalions, led by All Saib 
in person. Ho was nearly beside himself 
with rage because of of tho 
ropuhies. 


Flushed with victories tho Montenegrins 
Raw thoir enemies como u 
" 
~ 


therefore thoy r< 
within 200 yards. 
Thoy thon poured a 


deadly volley into thoir enemies' front. A 
small body of Montenegrin horsemen dashed 
out from either side and fell upon tho 
flanks. 


At first the flanks wavered, but rapidly 


changing front, they killed many of tho at- 
tacking party. The centre came up with- 
out baiting, until it received tho second vol- 
ley, thon through some mistaken order or 
because of a disinclination to advance, tho 
Turks halted. This was fatal to them, for 
quicker tban it takes to tell it, tho Montene- 
grins sprong as cno man ovor tho parapet 
of thoir entrenchments, and with yells, at- 
lacked with tho bayonet. A fow^ Horrible 
bayonet wounds sottlod {ho fray. Tho Turks 
broke, but woro partially rallied by All 
Siiib, and foil baok about two miles, in tol- 
ornblo shape, to an open piece of country. 


Tho Montenegrins re-formed and bogan 


tho pursuit.' They took few prisoners, but 
killed about all they overtook. Tho Turks 
woro pursued to Spuss, lonving over 2000 
dead on the road, bonldo nwoimdod nnd pris- 
onorfl. Tlio Prince of tho AIontonogrhiB wns 
profoundly Affected at tho IORROH nml tlio 
victory.

T A iUEKTIlYCJ of tho board of cattle uom- 


mlssionora on Saturday, Juno y, 1877, tho fol- 


lowliiR rcjjulntlona were adopted and ordered to bi; 
publlehed:— 


1. Any tiorso or other animal that has the diseasa 


called glanders or farcy fihall be kept by the owner or • 
peiflou having the care of tho same, apart aud napiL- 
rate from all other horses or animals, 


2. No horso ot other animal having Hie disease 


culled tjiaiifiera or farcy shall bo led, or driven, or 
permitted to go In, or over any public street, road, 
lauo or highway lu this atato. 


The penalty for failure to comply with tho above 


regulations, as fixed by section 8, chapter 7Gof tho 
General Statutes, Is a line not exceeding three hun- 
dred dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding one 
year. 


The flret section of tho same chapter provides lhat 


any person who shall knowingly expose- ahorse or 
other animal having any Infectious or contagious dis- 
ease to other horsea or anhuiila not Infected with such 
disease, shall bo lined not lees than one hundred dol- 
lars, nor more than flvn hundred'dollars. 


Section 7 provides that any person who eliall eel] 


or offer to sell any horHc or other domestic animal 
known to him to be infected with any contagious 
disease, shall he fined not more than one thautiand 
dollars, or bo Imprisoned not exceeding two jeara, 
or both, at tho discretion of the court. 


All persons are urgently requested to give imme- 


diate Information to some member of the Oattle Com- 
mission of any case of glanders or farcy that may 
como to their knowledge, and such caees will bo Im- 
mediately Investigated and measures taken to pro- 
vent tho spreed of tho disease.
